There were seventy- 
seven such 
cases, 
involving 267 
children, one to nine ,to a family. 
Most of the fathers in question 
were young men, usually foreign 
horn. In more than half the cases 
they had already had some help 
from social agencies, usually medi­ 
cal. In the m ajority of cases, be­ 
fore the year was out, the chil­ 
dren’s bureau was called on for 
help in placing the children. 
Although Miss Rice thinks her 
study deals with too few cases to 
lead 
to 
far-reaching 
conclusions, 
she declares that the social work 
ers approach the problem of th* 
widowed father with too hopeless 
an attitude, and do comparatively 
little 
for the fatherless child 
in 
comparison with w'hat is done for 
the motherless one. 
The 
father’s 
most 
successful 
helpers were the day nurseries and 
a visiting housekeeper, who cam* 
into the home to instruct the older 
children in its management. She 
recommends the adoption of a plan 
developed in Chicago and Toronto,
